No, not really. Some “stone 

“age” people did live in caves, but 

most did not. Cave bears (like 

_ the one in the Flintstones story 
in this issue), cave lions, and even 


been made just for decoration, 
because they're so way far back 
in the darkest part of the caves 
that no one could have seen 
them unless they were standing 
right next to them with a 
torch.) 


Although caves offer good 
protection against rain, snow, 
and cold outside, they tend to be 
dark and damp inside. In fact, 


rock, leaving tunnels and 
chambers or caverns. Many 
caves actually have lakes, rivers, 
or waterfalls inside them. 
Anyone who tried to live in 
these wet, dark places would 
probably get sick—that’s

"another reason why most “cave 


dwellers” lived near the 
entrance to a cave. 


Further back from a cave’s 
entrance is a “twilight area” 
where some light still reaches 
the interior. This is the home of 
many REAL cave dwellers— 
different kinds of animals. Bears, 
weasels, raccoons, rats, lizards, 
and birds are just some of the 
animals who commonly make 
their homes in caves. Of course, 
the most common cave-dwelling 
animal is —THE BAT. Many 
different species of bats live in 
caves, hanging upside down from 
the roof to sleep during the day 
and flying outside to hunt for 
food at night. Here’s what one 


- encyclopedia says about bats in 


caves: 
“In many caves the excrement 
of bats forms deep deposits on 
the cave floors. This excrement, 
which is called guano, is an 
important source of commercial 
fertilizer.” 

And it’s another important 
reason why peopledo live 
in caves! 


There's a third zone inside deep 


caves, the area where no light 
can reach that’s TOTALLY 


- DARK. You might think that 


nothing can live in total 
darkness, but guess what? There 
are lots of happy, healthy 
mushrooms, fungi, molds, and 
bacteria living way back there in 
the dark. What's even creepier 
is that ANTMALS LiVE 
THERE, Too! 


Remember that there is plenty 
of water in most caves, and that 
means plenty of fish, worms, 
mollusks, and amphibians. One 
kind of fish found in caves in the 
state of Kentucky is called a 
blindfish. Because it lives in total 
darkness, it doesn’t need eyes— 
so it doesn’t have any! 
(..) And it’s all white, 
as are some cave salamanders 


and cave frogs. 


Caves are also full of insects, 
spiders, centipedes, mites, 
beetles, snails, and slugs. In spite 
of this, lots of people enjoy 
exploring caves as a hobby. 
These people are called “cavers” 
or “spelunkers” (from the Latin 
word for cave). Serious spelunk- 
ers outfit themselves with spiked 
boots, hard hats, and all kinds of 
special equipment to explore and
